For the past 28 years it has been our good fortune to have been actively engaged 
in the propagation of Lilies for the horticultural trade. During that period we have 
gradually expanded our collection, each year adding stocks of the newer hybrids and 
the more rare species, and each season offering to the trade a complete collection 
of Lilies available from Northwest grown stocks. Our current 1958 catalogue is, we 
believe, the most representative to date. The new hybrid lilies listed under the heading 
of 1958 Introductions represent the culmination of many years of painstaking work 
by us and our associated growers and their selection and final introduction has been 
accomplished only after every consideration has been given to their acceptance as 
dependable garden subjects under a wide variety of growing conditions. In addition to 
Our Current season’s introductions, stocks are again available of several popular hybrids 
and strains which were not offered last year, including the Potomac Hybrids, Redbird 
and others of equal merit. The demand for hybrid lilies is difficult to anticipate and 
on some occasions stocks are depleted to such an extent that it becomes necessary to 
withhold an offering for a season or so to assure replenishing the supply. In general 
the hybrid lily situation is one of continued improvement. Succeeding generations of 
seedlings have done much to better existing strains and clonal selections are being 
propagated and introduced which are greatly superior to those available a decade or 
more ago. That the future holds the promise of many more new and exciting additions 
to our hybrid lily stocks cannot be denied. 

Our list of Lily species has again been expanded to include several more of the 
rare and unusual for which we find a continued increase in demand. The greatly ex- 
panded market for lilies in recent years, brought about to a large extent by the publicity 
accorded the many new hybrids available, has created a renewed interest in the species 
among serious garden enthusiasts. .While it would be virtually impossible to offer every 
known species, we welcome inquiries for any not currently listed and we will gladly 
endeavor to secure them or suggest a source of supply. 


For some years past we have been developing large stocks of hardy cyclamen and, 
from a small beginning, demand for these interesting and attractive plants has increased 
until they are now a major item with our trade. Included with this catalogue is a display 
card for use in promoting their sale as suggested under the listing of Sales Aids on 
page 9. Due to an exceptionally good growing season our cyclamen stocks were never 
better, either for shipment as dormant corms in the summer or as growing plants 
during the balance of the year. We are certain that a trial planting will create lively 
interest with the retail trade. 

In conclusion, we suggest the possibility of extending the sales season for hardy 
lilies by offering them as growing plants during the spring and early summer. A great 
many varieties can be successfully handled in this manner, by planting in pots or other 
containers during late winter the bulbs will make just the right amount of top growth 
for rapid sale during the spring planting season.

1958 INTRODUCTIONS 


L. AURELIAN DAWN PINK TRUMPETS—The colors in this group are distinctly 
reminiscent of an early morning summer sky. All the deepest shades of rose and pink 
are combined in this strain with little difference in coloring between the interior and 
reverse of the petals. 5 to 6 feet. July to August. 


L. AURELIAN PINK PEARL TRUMPETS—Selected light and blush pink shades, 
the reverse of the petals deep rose or reddish purple. Height and flowering time same 
as Dawn Pink above. 

Note: It has been apparent for some time that the group of Aurelian Pink Trumpets 
offered by us was actually comprised of two distinct strains, the deep colors and the 
lighter tones. The two strains listed above represent this natural segregation and we 
will hereafter offer them separately, both groups carefully selected at flowering time 
from the original Aurelian Pink Trumpet stocks. 


L. AURELIAN GREEN KNIGHT FLARES—A strain of large flaring types in green- 
ish yellow and green white shades. Very unusual coloring in this group. 5 to 6 feet. 
July to August. 


L. AURELIAN HYBRID Mme. Edouard Debras—Named for the wife of the orig- 
inator of L. Aurelianense, this hybrid clone carries large broad petaled, thick textured 
flowers which open flat with recurved tips. The blooms are outward facing, carried on 
strong stems growing to four feet in height. The color may be best described as a 
greenish or sulphur yellow self, blending to a slightly deeper tone at the base of the 
petals. Flowering period late July. This plant was selected by Mme. Debras as her 
favorite from a number of seedlings sent to her by Carleton Yerex. 


L. AURELIAN HYBRID Shenandoah—Large flaring type flowers carried on grace- 
ful, wiry stems at a height of 5 feet. The outer half of the petals is ivory white, the 
inner half deep apricot. An exceptionally attractive bicolored flower of fine form and 
texture. Flowering period late July. 


L. BALLERINA—A new Martagon-Hansonii hybrid, distinctly different in flower 
type from others of this group. The flowers open flat and remain so until the petals fall, 
with no recurving except very slightly at the tips. The blooms are well spaced in a 
pyramidal head, producing an impression not unlike an oriental pagoda. The color is 
chrome yellow with a few maroon dots and the substance is very good, a stem with 
twenty or more flowers open at once is not at all unusual. Flowering period late June. 
Height 4 to 5 feet. 


L. CAMEO HYBRIDS—A new strain of hybrids derived from crosses of L. Auratum 
Platyphyllum and its variants with forms of L. Japonicum. Two distinct color groups 
have been selected in this strain, both of which carry large bowl shaped flowers similar 
to Auratum Platyphyllum in form. The Pink Cameo Hybrids are, as the name implies, 
entirely pink in varying shades with occasionally a few deeper pink dots toward the 
base of the petals. The paprika red anthers produce a pleasing contrast with the petal 
color. The White Cameo Hybrids are pure white except for a faint suggestion of a gold 
band and occasionally a few pink or yellow dots in the flower throat. Anther color varies 
in the White Cameos from yellow to paprika red. Both color strains are pleasantly 
fragrant without being overpowering. Average height 3 feet. Flowering period extends 
from late June to late July. 


L. MORELIA—A vigorous new selection from the Bellingham hybrid group carry- 
ing large pendant recurved flowers of deep cadmium yellow with saturn red tips. The 
petals are dotted dark maroon. Height 5 feet. Flowering period early July. An out- 
standing clone superior to Shuksan. 


L. PIERRETTE—A new hybrid related to the Preston group and derived from 
crossing Hurricane with the species Dauricum. The resultant plant is a robust grower 
carrying large heads of semi-upright, flat opening flowers on strong pedicels. The 
color is cadmium yellow at the base, the petals tipped blood red for about 3 of their 
length. The yellow base is mahogany dotted. The flowers are of heavy texture and 
the color holds well with little or no fading in full sun. The plant blooms in late June 
on stems to 3 ft. in height. 


L. SATELLITE—A selected clone from seedlings of the species Dauricum, this lily 
carries deepest blood red upright flowers in an attractive umbel on 2 to 3 ft. stems. 
A few black dots appear at the base of the petals. Late June flowering. lst Award in 
its class at Seattle N.A.L.S. show.
